Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 4 and 13 are allowable because the art of record, considered alone or in 
combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious a trolley comprising: a drawer to 
house/support a plurality of waste containers, in combination with the rest of their respective 
claimed limitations. 

The patent Durbin et al. (US 4,719,852) discloses a trolley having a compactor (23) and a 
chamber (21,24) to house a plurality of containers (22). Durbin does not disclose two telescoping 
screws and a drawer to house the containers. One skilled in the art would not provide Durbin 
with a drawer to hold the containers because such modification would prevent one of the 
containers from dropping down the chute (62) (fig. 9).
